WM. A. KEENE IS KILLED 
WHEN CAR HITS TREE 

Slippery Highway Leads to Holi¬ 
day Tragedy Near DeMotte; 

Wife Is Injured 

Icy highways reached out Christ¬ 
mas afternoon to include Jasper 
county in the nation’s toll of holi¬ 
day fatalities. 

Victim of a Christmas tragedy 
was William Albert Keene, 5'3-year- 
old deaf mute, farmer and dairy¬ 
man. 

The tragedy resulted when the 
car which Mr. Keene occupied with 
his wife skidded from the slippery 
highway at the base of a small hill 
a short distance east of DeMotte on 
Route 53 about 4:30 o’clock as the 
couple were returning to their home 
from iSheiby where they spent the 
holiday with friends. After leaving 
the highway the car struck a tree. 
The right side of the car was .caved 
in as far as the center of the car. 
The automobile was driven Iby Mrs. 
Keene, who was removed to the 
same hospital where her husband 
died. Her condition is not serious. 


The Archibald Memorial 
Home 

A meeting of the Board of Direc¬ 
tors was held at the Home on Sun¬ 
day, November 30, 1947. All the 
directors were present. 

The time of the meeting was ori¬ 
ginally set at 11 o’clock but was 
delayed until 12:15 p. m. due to 
early dinner and a survey of the 
farm by some of the directors. 

The meeting opened with three 
applications for admission to the 
Home. These three were brought 
up at the- previous meeting and 
upon suggestions made by the 
Board they were either sent back 
to the applicants for correction or 
given to Supt. Miller for further 
investigation, he to report at the 
next meeting after investigating 
the cases. Supt. Miller reported his 
investigations which resulted in ad¬ 
mitting Mr. Amos Clouser to the 
Home upon the vote of the Board; 
in dismissing the application of 
Lydia Eekman who is now a ward 
of a County; and in putting Law¬ 
rence Earl Osborn on the waiting 
list because of no room being avail¬ 
able for him at the present time. 

The Board voted 1 approval of 
President Jones’ suggestion which 
were as follows: an auditing com¬ 
mittee of three consisting of Char¬ 
les Whisman, Richard Phillips and 
Glenn Carmichael to audit the 
Superintendent’s books every three 
months; the responsibility of sup¬ 
ervising the upkeep of the Home 
be assumed by Mrs. Joseph Miller 
since Marian Smih has other res¬ 
ponsibilities; and an advisory com¬ 
mittee consisting of John O’Brien, 
Richard Phillips and Harry iV. Jack- 
son. 

Supt. Miller recommended a warm 
place in which to repair machines, 
tools and other things that may 
need repairing, and suggested that 
a tool house be built back of the 
Residence for that purpose. The 
Board instructed him to get prices 
on building the tool house and re¬ 
port at the next meeting. 

To save- large repair bills, the 
Board voted to approve the pur¬ 
chase of an electric welder for the 
Home. The type recommended by 
’Supt. Miller will repair big as well 
as small machines. 

The Board voted to borrow money 
from the Building Fund to. pay 
‘Supt. Miller for the refrigerator 
and the washing machine the pur¬ 
chase of which were approved of in 
the August meeting. 

[Supt. Miller reported that the 
Old Age Assistances were not large 
enough to meet the high living 
costs and he would like an appoint¬ 
ed committee to contact the welfare 
boards and ask for an increase in 
the assistances.
